The story of his banishment 
to the bleak island of Saghalien, his 
stay in Eastern Siberia, his terrible 
experiences while under arrest for 
the alleged offense of establishing a 
school for Russian peasant children, 
his thrilling escape from Siberia, his 
trials in this country caused by the 
countless Russian spies and his sep­ 
aration from his wife and children, 
who are lost to him forever, form the 
basis for a story that is as enter­ 
taining as any myth ever concocted 
in the

Lochwitzky was banished for polit­ 
ical reasons and he mentioned that

bombs and are known as Nihilists, 
but Lochwitzky is small of stature 
and is apparently, literally speaking, 
a bundle of nerves. 
His mother died while he was a 
baby and at the age of four he had 
a step-mother, who gave him little 
attention, 
His father was vice-min­ 
ister of the Russian war department 
which is a very high position. It was 
his duty to punish grafters in the war 
department. He graduated from col­ 
lege early and 
entered a 
cavalry 
school. 
He was appointed lieutenant 
of a crack cavalry, and in a humor­ 
ous vein. described his first ball at 
the C zars palace when he was in­ 
vited to dance with 
Grand Duchess 
Elizabeth, a cousin of 
the present 
Czar. 
His life as a cavalry officer was 
one of pleasure and his father chose 
for him an occupation of more mer­ 
it. He was appointed chief assistant 
in the war department and it was his 
duty to prosecute wrongdoers in the 
commissary department. He was en­ 
trusted to many important tasks.

COMPARED WITH OTHER YEARS 


According to weather prophets the 


killing frost of Monday night will be 


followed by a period of 
excellent 


weather which may last for a month. 
The pleasant days of what is known 
as Indian summer are expected to 
appear now. 
It is interesting to note that this 
year’s first killing frost was unusual­ 
ly late as compared with that of for­ 
mer years. 
The first frost last fall 
came on the morning of October 7, 
when the mercury dropped to 38 de­ 
grees. 
There was also frost on Oc­ 
tober 8. 
The first snow flurries 
of 
Hie fall of 1910 came on October 28, 
when the mercury dropped to 27 de­ 
grees. 
The first snow of any conse­ 
quence in 1910’s autumn was Novem­ 
ber 30. 
Snow began 
falling 
that 
night and on the morning of Decem­ 
ber I there was two inches of snow 
on the ground. 
In 1909 the first frost of the fall 
was noticed on the morning of Sep­ 
tember 2, the mercury registered 38 
degrees. 
A little snow fell Novem­ 
ber 17. 
In 1908 the first frost came on the 
morning of September 3 and the first 
snow fell November 14.

FIGHTS SHARKS FIVE HOURS. 


Seaman kicked Up 200 Miles From 
Land Covered With Wounds. 
The British steamship Nolisement, 
Captain It. Young, Which arrived at 
Galveston, Tex., brought a thrilling 
story of Hie rescue of a Danish sea­ 
man, Andy Anderson, who was found 
afloat 200 railes from land off St. Vin­ 
cent after a five hours* fight with 
sharks and other fish.

Whereas Apples Were Rotting en the 
Ground For Lack of Market, They 
Are Now Going Into the Consumers’ 
Cellars Direct From Farmers’ Wag­ 
ons, and Potatoes Also Are Taken 
From Commission Man’s Grasp. 


Muncie, Ind., Oct. 26.—The prices of 
farm products in Muncie continue to 
descend as the result of an agitation 
which has lasted about ten days. The 
farmers are even leaving their fall 
work to bring their produce to town. 
In the meantime there is much com­ 
plaint among the commission men and 
some complaint among the retail tra­ 
cers, who say that the agitation I as 
demoralized the market. The farmers 
reply to this by saying that the retail 
grocers seemed to be in the grasp of 
tho commission merchants. 
Ten days ago hundreds of bushels 
of fine apples were rotting on the 
ground in the orchards about Muncie, 
while the grocers were selling apples 
to householders at a cent and a half 
apiece. 
Now hundreds of residents 
have apples stored in their cellars that 
they bought directly of farmers at 35 
and 40 cents a bushel. 
Potatoes about two weeks ago, were 
selling at 35 c^nts a peck, or at the 
rate of $1.40 a bushel. Farmers began 
selling them directly to consumers at 
75 cents a bushel. 
Today even the 
groceries are selling fine potatoes as 
low as 65 cents a bushel, and none 
higher than 75 cents.
